Form and the portrait bust of Caracalla that Donald presented in 
his class on Renaissance art in June is somewhat battered and the 
nose is missing and yet the form remains and the portrait bust of 
Caracalla is and will be an aesthetic form and it is durable and 
anything that is form-ed is more likely to survive than something 
which is un-form-ed. Aesthetic form speaks of stability and 
immutability and non-aesthetic form speaks of instability and 
mutability and the forms of nature are of the latter kind. Aesthetic 
form and order are un-natural. Forms and nature and the earth 
speak not of forms but of cycles and that is why the only subject 
of art is the song of the earth and the song of the earth is more 
permanent than the aesthetic forms which man creates. Cycles and 
the earth's cycles are hostile to aesthetic form and aesthetic 
forms are un-natural and non-aesthetic and natural forms which 

are aberrations such as mules are deadend streets and they dis- 
appear quickly from the earth. The cycles of nature are triumphant 
and four times a year we are dramatically reminded of the song of 
the earth. Klondike: and this boxing match is a gladitorial meet 
and they are boxing in the Philippines and the in-artistic derive 
great pleasure from watching physical forms compete and that is 
why they like sports and war and do they enjoy seeing someone win 
or do they enjoy seeing someone lose and the inartistic have an 
insatiable need to know which of many or all physical and that is 
to say natural forms is the best. Aesthetic forms are all equal 
and there are no hierarchies in libraries and there are none in 
museums and there are none in concert halls and this does not 

mean that the spectator can not have preferences and we all do. 
Aesthetic forms and Romanus the Melodist established the classical 
form for that kind of hymn called the Kontakion and there you will 
have the word cantique, The rhythms and cycles of the earth and 
how are they related to aesthetic form, The rhythms and cycles 

of the body and how are they related to aesthetic appreciation. 
Rhythms and cycles and does mimetic art speak of the rhythms and 
cycles of the earth, Rhythms and cycles and does non-mimetic art 


consciously avoid speaking of the rhythms and cycles of the earth.
